Inventions I and II are disclosed as different combinations which are not connected in 
design, operation or effect. These combinations are independent if it can be shown that 
(1) they are not disclosed as capable of use together, (2) they have different modes of 
operation, (3) they have different functions, or (4) they have different effects. (MPEP 
806.04, MPEP 808.01). 

In the instant case, invention I is directed to a method comprises the steps of 
presenting a first graphical representation of a first information agent as part of a first 
composition accessed by a first application, said first information agent comprising a 
software object, having state, and having one or more possible external connections; 
presenting at least a second graphical representation of at least a second information 
agent as part of a second composition accessed by a second application, said second 
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information agent comprising a software object, having state, and having one or more 
possible external connections. The invention II is directed to a method comprises the 
steps of if contacting an agent server to request necessary infrastructure logic said 
determining indicates that sufficient infrastructure does not exist and downloading and 
installing necessary infrastructure logic.
